A GOOD BILL. 



A move to impress upon teachers the 
iportance of their being familiar with 
the general laws of health, and watch- 
ful for evidence of bad health and poor 
eyesight among their pupils, is emb.sli. 
ed in a bill introduced in the House 
Friday. It is brief and provides that 
the State I'niv.rsity and white and 
colored normal achoola shall arrange 
tor practical instruction on the MMM 
and prevention of sickness anil of blind- 
ness and impairment of vision. The 
Stale Hoard of Health is charged with 
lb.- responsibility in the lull of provid- 
ing a teacher for this inatruclion, with- 
out charge to the institution, and it ia 
un.lerstooi that the State Hoard of 
Health is very willing to undertake 
this educational work. The bill will 
not carry an appropriation.

Many of our subscribers ask us each 
dsy why we do not publish a list of the 
prizes that have been drawn at the two 
contesta recently held in our town. 
Such mstt. r has been d. dared unmail- 
able bv the authorities at Washington 
and Postmaster Hrown has had his in- 
structiims in v. ry plain language from 
these powers that be. 

Section 574 of the Postal Laws of 
says: 

"Newspapers and other publica- 
tions in transit which contain lot- 
leiy advertisements or lists of 
prizes drawn a', a lottery, ahall be 
held and a report made to the As- 
sistant Attorney General lor the 
Post Office Department for instruc- 
tions". 

Now this is the law with the bark on 
it and is the reason whv we have never 
published in detail a list of the drawings.

OVERCOME BY GAS.

A WISE MEASURE. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
Kentucky Legislature to reduce the 
number of pre-emptory challenges in 
felony cases. Thia measure has had 

the endorsement of the Cou.ity Attor- 
neys' Association and also of the Com- 
monwealth's Attorneys. It is a meas- 
ure which The News has always favor- 
ed. The large number of 
now granted the accused 
are not used to secure a fair and im- 
partial trial, as the best men summoned 
for jury service are the ones excused, 
in bad cases. They are used generally 
to get the worst jury possible in hopes 
that bv this means, if an acquittal is 
impossible, that one or two men can be 
found to hang the jury. If the number 
f challenges are reduced the number 
of guilty men who escape will be re- 
duced, but no person on trial for a 
crime will have any of his just rights 
taken from him, nor will the probability 
of his conviction, if he is innocent, be 
endangered. The change in the law 
has always been defeated in the Leg- 
sture by a number of crimnal lawyers 
in the Legislature who made their 
money by defending criminals and

The peo- 
ple are . xpecting Judge Arnold and the 
Fiscal Curt to provide us with better 
roads than we have had in the past, 
because there is a larger fund available 
i we get the State Aid and if the 
: is disappointed in this it will be 
due to the mistake in selecting an en- 
gineer who is comjietent to inaugurate 
a system necessary to successfully han- 
dle this large and important business 
proposition. The demand is so general 
for better roads that the people will 
not suffer a neglect in this branch of 
the public business and if a failure is 
made in meeting the public demand 
tlx re will be some disappointment in 
the future incidental to the continua- 
tion of the present conditions. 

The public addresses of President 
Wilson advocating a more efficient 
army and navy is tiring the patriotism 
of the nation.
